military might to play the decisive role 


The meaning of the recent flight of 
American B-36s from Fort Worth to United 
States bases in Africa will not be lost on 
Joe Stalin. They represent the growing 
might of the democratic West, serving notice 
to Soviet imperialists that these planes could 
as easily fly to Moscow with a lethal load 
of atomic destruction. 

The nonstop flight was a symbol of the 
United States’ will to resist any further en- 
croachments upon the free world by totali- 
tarian Russia. It was a grim warning that 
the United States has become conscious of its 
power and is willing to exercise that power 
for the peace of the world. ; 

Not by choice has this nation become the 
world’s greatest power. The responsibility 
was thrust upon us because there was no 
longer the strength elsewhere in the free 
world to resist the aggressiveness of the 
other power center, the U. S. S. R. Im- 
poverished by wars and the crumbling of its 
colonial empire system, the British could no 
longer provide the balance which could hold 
the free world together. 

United States power is raw materials, 
manufactured goods, money, technical know- 
how, freedom. Throughout history, how- 
ever, material power has soon fallen unless 
backed by the physical power which can pro- 
tect it. The penalty of world leadership re- 
quires that we have the arms, the aircraft, 
the soldiers, the warships and the courage 
to meet whatever challenge that comes. 

Today that power is holding Communist 
hordes back—in Europe, in Asia, in the Mid- 
dle East. Belatedly we grasped the realiza- 
tion that to default in our responsibilities 
was to give up freedom throughout the world 
and ultimately to lose our own. We ac- 
knowledged, with our entry into the Korean 
war, that our material and economic power 
would come to naught unless we had the

Prevention Is Cheaper 


Than Curing Disease 


More and more Georgia counties are car- 
rying on programs designed to improve the 
general health level of their citizens. The 
state is in the midst of its biggest hospital 
construction program in history, a program 
designed. to aid in the fight on disease—a 
never-ending battle. 

In step with this battle, however, Geor- 
gian communities are going ahead with pro- 
grams aimed at prevention of infectious dis- 
eases at their source through discovery of 
‘their human carriers. 

Down at Adel in Cook County, 1,445 per- 
sons flocked to testing stations on the first 
day of a one-week drive in which free tests 
are being given for anemia, diabetes, vene- 
real diseases, and tuberculosis. 

The only way to control tuberculosis is 
to find the active cases early and prevent 
their contacts with others. The only way to 
prevent spread of venereal disease is to dis- 
cover the active cases and cure them. 

Cook County and the other Georgia com- 
munities carrying on similar programs will 
become stronger, economically, morally, and 
in human happiness through recognition of 
fundamental problems and doing something 
about them. Cure of disease is all-impor- 
tant, but prevention is cheaper.

Ad Valorem Taxes, 


A Freewill Offering? 


As the State of Georgia moves out of the 
ad valorem tax field, the counties are ex- 
pected to be relieved to some extent of their 
increasing financial worries. It calls. how- 
ever, for a new look by these counties at 
their antiquated, inefficient and cumber- 
some method “of assessing and collecting 
these taxes. | 

Unless all counties get together on a 
reasonable program of levying and collect- 
ing property taxes, they will find they are 
little better off than before. 

As much as taxes are disliked, the aver- 
age citizen will pay his property taxes will- 
ingly if they are on a basis of equality with 
those of his neighbor. Uniform evaluation 
is the problem to be solved here. An adjust- 
ment of tax rates with this evaluation, 
guaged to meet county needs while keeping 
in mind the citizens’ ability to pay, is badly 
needed on a state-wide basis. 

Georgia has as many methods of com- 
puting property evaluations and tax rates as 
there are counties. We find one county 
which assesses its taxpayers a very high 
rate, while another will have a lower rate 
and a higher property evaluation—both 
yielding about the same amount of money. 

| Counties often fail to get the revenue for 
minimum needs because of an inequitable 
and outmoded method of assessing property 
values—often based on local politics. As a 
result, these counties are coming to look 
more and more to the state for revenue for 
government functions formerly considered 
local responsibilities. With the passage of 
the sales tax and withdrawal of the state 
from the ad valorem field, the counties are 
given an opportunity to reassert their inde- 
pendence and to progress in accordance with 
their own local wishes. 

The old method of allowing citizens to 
place their own evaluation on property has 
produced ridiculous results. As Miss Florine 
Rainey, Houston County's tax collector, 
points out: 

“It really amounts to a sort of freewil] 
offering, much like passing a hat in a church 
meeting. The tax receiver makes no assess- 


against aggression. That power we are now 
attaining—to keep the peace if possible, but 
to fight if necessary. It is a new role for us. 
New demands-upon that strength are facing 
us each day, each week—demands which we 
dare not evade. 

Our concept of power is not one of con- 
quest and aggression, but one of upholding 
the ideals of free peoples in their age-old 
struggle against government slavery. 

We hope through exercise of this power 
that we may indeed build a free world: which 
can live sidé by side with Communist totali- 
tarianism until it crumbles from within. The 
alternative to such a peace is atomic destruc- 
tion from which civilization might or might 
not survive. 

Indeed, history indicates that such a co- 
existence is possible. Sir Arnold Toynbee, 
British historian, goes back to ancient times 
to prove it. He says: 

“The one world, stretching from Britain 
to India, which was called into existence by 
the expansion of the ancient Greek civiliza- 
tion, was partitioned between the Roman 
Empire in the West and a rival Oriental em- 
pire in Persia. Rome and her Iranian rival 
did go to war from time to time, but each 
of them soon discovered that it was beyond 
its strength to conquer and annex the other. 
So those two ancient powers resigned theme- 
selves to the necessity of their coexisting, 
and they did go on living side by side for 
nearly 700 years.” 

In the meantime, we debate and we talk. 
There is a possibility that no agreement will 
ever be reached between the slave states and 
the West. In lieu of such an agreement, 
physical power is our only choice. The flight 
of the B-36s from Fort Worth to North 
Africa, nonstop, is an expression of that 
power which will not be lost on Moscow.

ments. He merely accepts the evaluation 
given him by the taxpayer.” This makes 
taxpaying on the county government level a 
matter of voluntary contribution based on 
individual honesty. While we have the high- 
est respect for the honesty and good inten- 
tions of most citizens, their ideas of honesty 
may often conflict with the facts. 

A system of uniform assessment of prop- 
erty values would aid Georgia counties in 
getting the revenue they need. It has al- 
ways seemed a little incongruous, to say the 
least, to find land which would sell for $200 
an acre valued by the taxpayer at $5 an acre, 
or a home which would sell for $25,000 as- 
sessed at $5,000.

States Forest Lands 
Are Source of Wealth 


Georgia has again topped all Southern 
states in pulpwood production, with 2,221,000 
cords. In fact, the state’s production of forest 
products of all kinds tops the region. 

Timber and timber products are one of 
the state’s most important sources of in- 
come, one of the biggest employers of native 
workers, and our biggest single resource. 
Forest lands cover approximately two-thirds 
of the state’s land area. 

Relation of Georgia's forest resources to 
conservation and land reclamation is being 
given deserved attention. In this connec- 
tion, Italy's worst flood in centuries has 
taught Italian authorities a harsh lesson—the 
need for reforestation. Woodchopping, that 
for the past 2,000 years has stripped the 
forests of what now is modern Italy, was 
largely to blame. 

The incalculable losses in the Italian flood 
could have been avoided with intelligent 
planning through the centuries. Devastation 
of a quarter million acres of rich farming 
lands was the penalty they paid for this neg- 
ligence. : 

Here in Georgia we must plan intelligent 
use of our forest resources. Prevention of 
forest fires, overcutting, reforestation, and 
disease are directly allied with our present and 
future presperity. Let's not pay the penalty 
in the future for mistakes we can avoid 
today.

The Great Need 
For Little Things 


There is a big moral in the story of a rép- 
resentative of the United Nations Food and Agri- 
cultural Organization who .was sent to Af- 
ghanistan to advise that country about its agri- 
culture. Finding that the cotton growers there 
still use wooden implements, he sent back to 
the FAO in Washington for a metal hoe. They 
could have sent him a tractor right away, but 
were able to send a hoe only when they found 
a $4.50 contribution from a 4-H Club available 
for the unexpected purchase. 

Now the Afghans are learning how to make 
hoes as well as use them. 

The moral is that much of the world at pres- 
ent doesn’t need tractors. It doesn’t need vast 
sums of American money. It needs the simplest, 
most elementary sort of know-how. 

The sharing of know-how rather than the 
subsidizing of huge projects is the basic purpose 
of the Point Four program, as well as much of 
the activity of the FAO. It was estimated sev- 
eral years ago that if half the world could be 
brought from the era of the sickle to the era of 
the scythe it would have moved ahead 100 years 
at one jump. 

Thus great results can come from very small 
beginnings—as the 4-H Club that sent $4.50 ap- 
parently hoped. .

In Middle East 


BAGDAD—As a practical matter, real peace 
and stability in this area are for the’present im- 


possible. 


This rather dreary conclusion stands 


out after a tour of Israel and the Arab states. All we can hope to 
do is to buy time here. But we must buy time. The reporter in 
these parts is impelled to put these words in capital letters, the 
poor substitute for a shout on the printed page—WE MUST BUY 
TIME HERE. If we do not, the while Middle East will go the way 
of China, and then there will be no way to avert the final, awful 
penalty of a third world war. For the Arab states, like China be- 
fore its capture, are a sort of inflammable mush, politically, eco- 


nomically, and militarily.

strengthened. Otherwise, the 
mushy vacuum will sooner or 
later be filled, as in the case of 
China. The Arab states must be 
strengthened militarily, al- 
though no Arab army is going 
to be an important military fac- 
tor, in case of war, for a very 
long time to come. We must 
strengthen Arab military forces 
simply in order to give these 
states the kind of internal au- 
thority and cohesion which no 
military mush can have, and al- 
so in order to insure a minimum 
of co-operation with the West if 
war comes. 


If we are 
Arab states 


The Arab states must be 
strengthened economically, if 
mass misery is not to cause 
the whole Middle East to fall 
like rotten fruit into the 
Kremlin’s garden. And, final- 
lv, the Arab states must also 
be strengthened because the’ 
United States now lacks what 
the United States desperately 
needs—a lever of power in 
this area. 


The simple conclusion that 
the Arab states must be 
strengthened is shared by vir- 
tually every objective observer 
in the Middle East. But there is 
nothing simple about the Mid- 
die East. And it is just here that 
all sorts of nightmarish com- 
plications enter the Middle 
Eastern political equation. To 
take a few examples—the ero- 
sion of the power of our British 
ally, the universal Middle East- 
ern Anglophobia, and the cor- 
rupt and feudal social system 
in the Moslem states, which 
would probably cut to a frac- 
tion of its dollar value any seri- 
Ous program of economic aid. 


But by far the most night- 
marish of all complications is 
the relationship between Israel 
and the Arab states. For if one 


day the Arabs believe that they 
have a reasonable chance of 
success, they are quite likely 
again to attack Israel. This is 
not “Zionist propaganda.” It is 
the simple truth. No one who 
has observed the Arab states 
at first hand and with an open 
mind can doubt that the danger 
exists. 


Both for reasons which are 
perfectly understandable from 
the Arab point of view, and for 
other reasons which are buried 
in the mists of the Arab sub- 
eonscious, Arabs of all classes 
genuinely fear the state of Is- 
rael. They share a universal 
emotional conviction that soon- 
er or later Israel will attempt 
—with the support of the 
United States—to conquer and 
rule the Arab world. 

This is precisely what is in 
fact advocated by those who 
hold the “bastion of democ- 
racv’ theory, according to 
which Western strategic plan- 
ning should be based exclusive- 
ly on Israel. This is fatal non- 
sense, There is not the slight- 
est doubt, in the minds of those 
who know this area best, that 
to adopt this policy would be 
to throw the whole Middle 
East, once and for all, into the 
Soviet bloc. There is, in truth, 
no sure way out of the di- 
lemma. 

There is only one risky es- 
cape exit. This is to make it far 
more clear than it has yet been 
made that any aggression on 
either side will end in final, 
fatal failure. Only in this way 
can the inflamed fears of both 
Arabs and Israelis be dealt 
with. And only thus can the 
risk of strengthening the Arab 
states be undertaken. The risk 
is great. The results are far 
from sure. Yet, if we are to buy 
time heré, the Arab states must 
be decisively strengthened. And 
it cannot be said too often—we 
must buy time here.

This slows 
you up and you might strip your 
gears when you get to Paris, 
where the franc is so puny that 
the waiters now add a per- 
centage to their tips which are 
charged on a percentage in the 
bill. The present publicity staff 
in Rome is only three head 
short of the entire embassy staff 
down to 1939 and the embassy 
staff is up from 35 to 164. 


About the same time, the 
News-Chronicle got out a pencil 
and an old envelope and fig- 
ured out that Uncle Sam had 
given “each of us Britons” 45 
pounds, which. would be at 
least 126 of our 50-cent dollars. 

Winston Churchill announced 
that the cabinet ministers were 
cutting their official salaries. by 
20 per cent but, in view of his 
vast personal prosperity flow- 
ing from the by-products of his 
selfless service to the nation, 
and his businesslike arrange- 
ments to provide for his prog- 
eny, this sacrifice was robbed 
of some effect.

227 Pints of Blood Given 
2 Bleeder Brothers Here

Two Atlanta brothers, both hereditary bleeders, have received 
a record total of 227 pints of blood—and they’ll get other transfusions 
whenever they are scratched or bruised. 


The boys are 15-year-old Larry 
and 12-year-old Ronald, sons cf 
Mr. and Mrs. Jesse T. Shaw, of 
230 Warren St., N. E. 

Larry has received 112 pints of 
blood and Ronnie 115 pints. 

Larry and Ronald have hemo- 
philia, which means they bleed 
profusely and often uncontrollably 
even from the slightest wounds. 

Their father, a Seaboard Rail- 
way employee, has donated 37 
pints of blood to the Atlanta Red 
Cross Blood Center because, as he 
puts it: “I know how important 
blood is.” 

Mrs. Shaw said there had 
“a history of hemophilia” in her 
family. The disease is carried bv 
the female and is transmitted to 
the male child only. 

Mrs. Shaw recalled Larry rolled 
off the bed when he was -:18 
months old and started bleeding 
internally. She said he “bled and 
bled—and we almost lost him.” 

She said Larry spent one whole 
summer in Grady Hospital so that 
six baby teeth could be extfacted 
He had 16 transfusions then. 

Ronnie had to have 
fusions last January : 
cause his nose started bleeding. 

Mrs. Shaw, a registered nurse. 
said her boys “don’t mind trans- 
fusions because thev are so used 
to them.” 

She said Ronnie 
and blue-eyed Larrv were “happy 
in spite of their handicaps.” A vis- 
iting Atlanta teacher gives them 
their school lessons at home. Larry 
is a ninth-grade student, and Ron- 
nie is in the seventh grade. 

As for their future plans, Larrys 
has a burning ambition to become 
a veterinarian and Ronnie -con- 
fides he’s “going to be a fisherman 
and live in Florida.” 

Mrs. Shaw said she would be 
“eternally grateful” to the Atlanta 
Red Cross Blood Center for pro- 
viding the blood her sons urgentlv 
need. She said she regretted her 
blood was not acceptable at the 
center because she is a carrier of 
hemophilia, but she has persuaded 
many friends and neighbors to 
give their blood. 

Robert S. Lynch, new 
Red Cross Blood Service 
man, said the Shaw brothers illus- 
trated the fact that blood is needed 
in the Atlanta area as well as for 
wounded servicemen in Korea.

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Orinoco Headwaters Reached, 
Word From Venezuela-Says 


New York Times News Service, Special to The Atlanta Constitution 


NEW YORK, Dec. 9—Receipt of a cable message indicating that 


the unexplored headwaters of the 


Orinoco River in Venezuela may 


finally have been reached was announced here Sunday by the Ameri- 


can Geographical Society. 

‘Charles B. Hitchcock, the so- 
ciety’s Venezuelan expert and ex- 
plorer, received the message from 
Dr. Jose M. Cruxent, director of 
the Museum of Natural Science of 
Caracas, Venezuela. Dr. Cruxent 
is traveling as ethnologist on the 
expedition, which is sponsored by 
the Venezuelan government. His 
message, sent in Spanish from the 
expedition’s portable transmitter, 
said: 

“Greetings from the headwaters 
of the Orinoco River.” 

The message was relayed through 
Caracas and thence to Hitchcock 
here. Mrs. Harriet H: Gibney of 
the society said in Lakeville, 
Conn., that no further details had 
been received. Asked if the point 
of origin of the message could be 
determined, she replied that it 
would be impossible to fix the spot 
until further information came 
from the expedition. 

Since the Orinoco Is 1,500 miles 


‘long and second only to the Ama- 


zon among South American riv- 
ers, its headwaters might cover 
considerable territory. The area of 
its origin, near the Sierra Parima 
on the Brazil-Venezuela boundary, 
has never been accurately mapped. 
The upper river has three major 
rapids and an unknown number 
of minor rapids to obstruct pas- 
sage. Dense jungle, severe insect 
plagues and savage Indians are 
additional factors hindering ex- 
ploration. 

Early last summer, the society 
said, Dr. Cruxent and a group of 
explorers including three young 
French scientists embarked for 
the sources of the river. By late 
summer the party had reportedly 
reached Esmeraldis, a Catholic 
mission station representing the 
uppermost river settlement. There, 
the society said, the expedition 
was halted by disease and food 
supply problems. 

Six weeks ago, the society con- 


tinued, Hitchcock received a re- 
quest for detailed maps which he 
had helped to make on previous 
exploring trips. The maps were 
flown to Caracas and transferred 
toa special airplane which dropped 
them with food supplies over the 
Esmeraldis camp. Dr. Cruxent and 
several companions set out once 
more, and Hitchcock said this par- 
tv must have taken at least five 
weeks to reach the headwaters.

Senator Sees 
Shelving of 
Rights Slate 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9—(&)— 
Senator Robertson (Dem., Va.) 
said Sunday night the Senate 
Democratic policy committee “un- 
doubtedly” will shelve President 
Truman’s controversial civil rights 
legislation at the session of Con- 
eress convening next month. 

The Virginian, a toe of the pro- 
gram, noted in a statement that 
1952 is an election year. He coupled 
that with his prediction that Mr. 
Truman will renew his request 
for enactment of civil rights bills. 

“Undoubtedly,” said Robertson, 
“the Democratic policy committee 
of the Senate, which normally de- 
termines the- legislation to be 
brought up for action, will not 
bring up the civil rights program. 

“Practical politicians know only 
too well there are 20 Southern 
senators who will fight to the last 
ditch against having rammed down 
their throats for purposes of polit- 
ical expediency a legislative pro- 
gram that is both unconstitutional 
and economically and socially un- 
sound.” 

Robertson also forecast that: 

1. Mr. Truman will ask for an- 
other tax increase, “but there 
little likelihood that a new tax bill 
will be favorably acted on by the 
Congress.” 

2. The “most vital issue” con- 
fronting the iawmakers will be the 
federal budget for the fiscal year 
starting next July 1. Robertson 
called for substantial cuts in do- 
mestic spending.

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FOOD WITH A FLAVOR 
Interesting Facts on 
Meat Sales and Prices 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 


An interesting thing about meat sales, reports a confidential 
business magazine, is that in good times or bad, over the past years, 
the public has spent roughly the same proportion of its take-home 
pay for meat—5 to 6 per cent. The moment the homemaker’s food 
budget decreases, meat prices fall accordingly, says the Kiplinger 
report. Each man’s price, from the breeder’s up the line to the 


butcher’s, is geared to the price you and millions of others are able“ 


and willing to pay. 


You say you don’t care who gets what, you just want to know 
why meat sells for a dollar a pound when it used to be fifty cents. 
Here’s the simplest answer: Meat is sold at auction, all the way up 
the line. And it must be sold; the butcher can’t hold it. If it 
couldn’t be sold for a dollar a pound at your grocery store, the 
price would drop and drop fast. (Several popular pork cuts are 
available today at retail prices of half a dollar a pound or even less.) 


Brazil nuts are an uncultivated crop growing throughout the 
Amazon River basin, in pods similar to coconuts. The pods are 
broken open with a machete to remove the seeds (Brazil nuts in 
shell). They are then washed and frequently “polished” and sent 
on their way to us. These jumbos from the Amazon are moving into 
our stores in ample volume rigmt now. With a little imagination 
and a few flourishes you can use them in just about every course 
in the meal. Here area few ideas: Add chopped Brazil nuts to 
cheese, seafood and egg fillings or spreads for appetizers; add them 
to rolls or fruit breads: use them sliced paper thin in chicken, fruit, 
vegetable or molded salads; toss them through your favorite bread 
or rice dressing before baking it; combine them with melted butter 
in the sauce for onions, cauliflower, carrots or green beans: use 
them for topping ice cream sundaes, in pies, puddings, cookies and 
cakes. 

Brazils need not be a “hard nut to crack.” For easy shelling, 
cover nuts with cold water, bring to boil and boil three minutes, 
drain. Cover with cold water; let stand one minute: drain and 
crack. One pound of Brazil nuts in the shell equals about a half 
pound or 11% to 1%5 cups of skelled nuts.

Tangerine chrysanthemums make delightful family 
desserts when you want to serve just fruit. Cut the fruit peel into 
six sections and peel it down one-half the way but do not remove 
it. Spread the sections apart sunburst fashion. Fill center with 
cream cheese and nuts. 


A FAST FIXIN’ FROSTING is one every woman likes to keep 
around when a not-too-fancy fake is on the menu, Here is an 
especially scrumptious one to make while the cake is cooling and 
just before you are ready to serve. Whip together one egg yolk, 
two tablespoons melted butter, one-half cup sifted confectioner’s 
sugar, and one-half cup mashed bananas. (Other fruits substitute 
very well.) If you like frosting real, real thick then this is enough 
for one layer or a square cake, If not, you can spread it to cover 
a nine-inch, two-layer cake.

Degeneration Causes 


Physical degeneration is “a re- 
trogressive pathological change 
in cells or tissues in consequence 
of which the functioning power 
is lost and the living substance 
becomes converted into an inert 
mass.” That’s the definition 
given by Stedman’s Medical 
Dictionary. It would be better 
to say the functioning power is 
enfeebled or impaired — when 
functioning power is lost you're 
dead, aren’t you? Webster’s 
Dictionary gives the medical 
sense of degeneration as “de- 
terioration of a tissue or an 
organ in which its vitality is 
diminished; substitution of a 
lower for a higher form of struc- 
ture, either by chemical change 
of the tissue (true degeneration) 
or by deposit of abnormal mat- 
ter in the tissues (infiltration)”’. 


If these definitions of degen- 
eration are Greek to you, per- 
haps another view of it will 
give you a better idea. We are 
like roses or cabbages; if we 
are lucky we live, grow and de- 
velop until we attain maturity— 
say around the age of 35. The 
next instant we begin to dle. 
After 35 there is but one way 
we can go, downward. The 
dying process is degeneration. 

We degenerates (every one of 
us past 35) may as well face up 
to it—we are dying, let us hope 
in the natural way of all life on 
this planet. How fast the proc- 
ess of degeneration may be de- 
pends largely, I believe, on 
one’s nutritional condition in 


arov-* the interest of parents 
of giowing children. 

Growing children who are 
permitted to indulge in pop and 
similar beverages whenever they 
wish and to make a meal of 
cheap foods for the prize in 
every package are bound to suf- 
fer from malnutrition—nutri- 
tional deficiency, as we call it 
today. 

Children under sixteen years 
of age should drink milk or 
fruit juice beverages, not tea, 
coffee, cocoa, pop, or beer. They 
should eat whole wheat bread 
or brown bread, not white bread. 

From time to time I have 
cited here the only cook book 
that rates shelf room in my 
library: Let’s Cook It Right, 
by Adelle Davis. Now I strongly 
recommend to all mothers of 
growing children another fine 
book by the same author: Let’s 
Have Healthy Children (this one 
also published by Harcourt, 
Brace). As a nutrition expert 
Adelle Davis is top drawer. As 
the mother of healthy children 
she does what she’s talking 
about. In fact I’m trying to de- 
cide which old volume to dis- 


card in order to make room in 
my working library for 
Have Healthy Children. In her 


practical way the author names 
several mills in various parts of 
the country where wheat germ 
and middlings, wheat germ, 
whole wheat flour and similar 
products may be bought, and 
Says she buys blackstrap mo- 
lasses from a bakery supply 
house at 23c a quart by getting 
it in 5-gallon cans (as bakers 
do) for $4.50 a.can. Although 
brewers’ yeast is often priced at 
$2 a pound’ or more a market 
near her home sells excellent 
yeast at 59c a pound. Her milk- 
man delivers powdered skim 
milk to her in 100-pound sacks 
at $14, fourteen cents a pound, 
that is—practical, eh?
